To accuse McGill men*and^'omen as a whole of the sin of 
îngialitiidc would raise a storm of merited protest from the think- 
ing portion of the University. Yet they are often guilty of the 
heinous crime of forgctfulncss, a lesser evil of. the same family. 

Some day it might be interesting to ask one hundred under- 
graduates Nvhat they know of James McGill and of his works. 
Everj'one would instantly answer that he was a Montreal trader 

who founded our University. But it is extremely doubtfuT if more 
than ten could elaborate to any degree upon the career of the 
old Scot. .And yet without his foresight and generosi'y. and with- 
out ithe untiring struggles of the earl.y officials, noie of that hun- 
dred would be -where they are to-day. 

It is a question whether those men and women who take 
McGill as a matter of course, as something that has been, and al- 
ways will be, actually understand what James McGill and his 

Ksucccsors did in building up the institution. Do they realize the 
fjtate of education in Lower Canada which the founder determin- 
sd to better? Do they understand the early struggles of the in- 
fant College, whiclv had brought men through to graduation by 
1834? Do they appreciate the value of the enormous gifts of 
S|lrathcona, Macdonald, Molson, Redpath and of many others? 
And finally do they appreciate the fact that even now the Uni- 
versity fees often do not pay one quarter of the expenses of an 
undergraduate's courses? 

It would be unfair to accuse the undergraduates of in- 
gratijtude; it may not be unjust merely to suggest that many of 
them are either forgetful or ignorant of the good things they are 
at the present enjoying.
